1. The fact of broad, general intelligence cooperation with cgfntries or groups of 
countries with which the United States maintains formal Anilitary alliances or 
agreements (e.g., NATO) is unclassified. 


2. The fact of intelligence cooperation between the Ulited States and a specific 
governmental component in an Allied country (see 1 shor or description of the 
nature of intelligence cooperation between the United States and any Allied country is 
classified Secret unless a different classification is sp€cified. 


3. The fact of intelligence cooperation betweey’ the United States and specifically 
named foreign countries and governmental components thereof with which the United 
States is not allied is normally classified not Jess than Secret. 


4. Details of or specifics concerning any/intelligence exchange agreement will be 


classified according to content. 


5, The identities of foreign govepfmental or military personnel who provide 
intelligence pursuant to such agreergents or liaison relationships will be protected at 
the same level of classification whigK applies to the fact of the intelligence cooperation, 
or at such different level as mg be required by their governments or individual 
circumstances. 


6. Information classified jA accordance with paragraphs 2, 3, 4 and 5 above shall 
not be released to any foy6ign country or its representatives except by the mutual 
agreement of the United States and the foreign country whose intelligence cooperation 
is involved.
